TONIGHTS'ECLIPSE 


OF THE MOON 


Will he Interesting 
Because^ of Its 


licniity—Itegins at 12:57 Fri- 


day Morning. 


Washington, Feb. 8.—The eclipse of 


the moon tonight will be visible in all 
parts of North America as well as In 
South America, and western portions 
of- Europe- aml^Afr*efc-«nd northeastern 
Asia and " Australia. 
The 
earth's 


shadow will first strike the face of the 
moon at 12:57 (Washington time) and 
in one hour .the surface will 'be elipsed 
and will remain in darkness an hour 
and thirty-nine minutes. 
The moon 


will then begin to emerge and will be 
out of t'he shr-dow at 4:^7 tomorrow 
morning. 
- 
' 


"The 'phenomenon is in no way an 


unusual one," said Astronomer Hill of 
the naval observatory, "but an eclipse 
at so convenient a time for observa- 
tion is rare." 


The chief interest in the eclipse to- 


night will be in its beauty. The moon, 
when in the shadow, is of a chocolate 
color and will appear beautiful even 
to the naked eye. 


"By observing .the exact 
time 
at 


which some star passes behind 
the 


moon and 
emerges again 
with 
a 


knowledge of the rate of speed 
at 


which 'the moon travels, the exact di- 
ameter of the moon can be figured. 
Thfc* observation will be made at the 
naval observatory."

' The . shaft of 
darkness , thrown 


through space by the earth's shadow 
when It reaches the moon is 1.6 times 
greater than the diameter of the moon 
and it is through this space of dark- 
ness that the morm passes for four 
hours of Kb eclipse.

Mr. Patterson failed to pecall 
the proceedings of tho previous cau- 
cus, but Mr. Bailey's colleague, Mr. 
Culberson, was prepared with a copy 
of those proceedings, and when he had 
exhibited It Mr. Patterson said that 
he would not undertake to dispute tho 
record. 


In his address Mr. Bailey said that 


never before had a president given 
such offense to Democrats as had the 
present occupant of the White House, 
and nevrfr before bad present oppo- 
nents been so veadr to come to tho 
defense of a president j He referred 
to the newspaper charge that there 
was a conspiracy to defeat the presi- 
dent's railroad rate bill.

"Modem Civic Art. or the City Madr 


Beautiful." by Charles'Million! Robin- 
son, is a book which .should be found 
in every public library, and urged upon 
Its borrowers in order to impart real 
knowledge and interest hi things beau- 
tiful and useful. 


In the opening chapter, "A New Day 


for Cities," the author pays a tribute 
to modern invention and discovery, 
which should prove to' the detractors 
of the present, that all advartages do 
not stand on the side of the beautiful 
cities of the past. He writes: 


"The dark strets through which the 


pedestrian formerly made at night an 
uncertain way, with 
his 
individual 


lantern, now glow at midnight as at 
noon. 
The retuse once poured from 


the upper windows to the streets, 
flows now in subterranean 
streams 


unknown. The pavement is now made 
hard and smooth. 
Streets, once so 


crowded by enclosing city walls as 
even in capitals of empires, to be nar- 
row, tireless slits between buildings, 
now widen broadly, permitting 
the 


traffic to move with ease, and 
still 


leave room for grass and trees. Water 
is abundant to clean the pavemen's 
and lay the dust. The mesh of wires 
that inventions brought with them a^ 
a temporary evil are now assembling 
in orderly stands beneath the ground; 
and there Is a promise that the smoke, 
which has hung in a dark cloud above 
the modern Industrial community is 
shortly to be dissipated by the ingenu 
ty at wcrk upon the problem." 


These conditions ho urges are 
a 


strong and suitable foundation upon 
which to build up civic art. He men- 
tions the extension of cities over great 
area which is now made possible by 
he aid of rapid 
transit, by 
which 


means the slum will be abolished, and 
he tenement redeemed. 
He points 


out the scenic effectiveness of water- 
sidewalks and drives, and 
discusses 


he construction of bridges from 
an 


aesthetic point of view, also the distri- 
ntlion and location of parks. He con- 
siders the railway station as the gate- 
vay to the city, and therefore as de- 
manding careful treatment, in order 
hat the first impression of strangers 
nay be a favorable one. 


In short he defines Civic Art as "the 


taking. In just the right way, of those 


ps necessary or proper for the com 


ort of the citizens." 


The mayor of Denver, Colorado, de- 


cided to make a practical beginnins 
iy setting a day for tho cleaning up 
f his city. The results last year were 


marvelous. The city set an example- 


>y thoroughly cleaning all down-town 
tro"'s and alleys, painting all of tho 
x>les used in its fire and police sys 
em, placing new and improved refuse 
ans at down-town street and allev 
rossings, and erecting a number of 
Tonzecl iron drinking fountains in thr 
u^iuess section. Hundreds of proper- 
y owners renainteil and repaired their 
undines, the work which could not 
e finished on Saturday being contin- 
ed during the 
week. Lawns in all 


arks of the city were cleaned, shade 
rees trimmed and flower beds sef out. 
Veeds were cut on dozens of vacant 
ot«, and sidewalks were repaired ov- 
rywhere. Tho city was transformed

Senator Meek is considering the 


question of offering as a substitute 
for the McFadden anti cigaret bill the 
Minnesota law covering the sale ol 
cigarets. The bill provides a fine of 
not exceeding $50 and imprisonment 
not exceeding 30 days for any person 
who furnishes or sells cigarets, cigars 
or tobacco to any minor under 18 
years of age, or any minor 'pupil of 
any school, college or university. Any 
minor under 18 years of age caught 
using either cigars, tobacco or cigar- 
ets shall be arrested and may be flhed 
not to exceed $10 or Imprisoned not to 
exceed five days, though the judge 
may release such offender. 


By a vote of 110 to 14 the search 


and seizure measure of Representative 
Woods passed the house. The bill 
has been so drawn as to make it prac 
tically certain that territory voted dry 
will he dry. It gives officers of the 
law the same powers to seize contra 
band liquor as they now have to seize

ordering transfers of patients trom 
one hospital to another.
